An ACT of PARLIAMENT, 


INTITULED 


An AF for the better Execution of His Majeſties Gracious Declaration for the Settlement of 
His Kingdome of IR EL AND, and Satisfaction of the ſeveral Intereſts of Adventurers, 
Souldiers, and other His Subjects there. 


bWERCTCAS by a Pꝛoclamation bearing Date the Lwenty third of 
September now laſt paſt, cauſed to be made in the City of Dublin by His 
G2ace the Loꝛd Lieutenant General, and General Governour of this 
Wingdome (according tothe ſaid Act) all Perſons, Bodies Politick 
and Coꝛpoꝛate. who habe not already put in their Claims before the 
Commiſſioners heretotoꝛe appointed koꝛ execution of the ſaid Declara⸗ 
tion fo2 the Settlement ot Ireland, are required to put in the ſame be- 
koꝛe 013 within Thirty one dayes next and immediately after Monday 
the Sirth day ol this pꝛeſent October: And whereas we inder ve⸗ 
ry tonduteable, to the due execution ot the great Truſt in Ci ren. ed, 
fo? ſetling all Intereſts, acco2ding to the laid Act, that a ftrring and 
regular courſe be obſerved in the toꝛming of Claims which ſhall be er- 
hibited befoze us: To the end therefoze that all perſons who are concerned in the putting 
in of Claims befo2e Tis, their Councel, Atturneys, Solicitoꝛs and Agents, may have timely 
Notice of what is erpected trom them in this behalt, Cle do detlare and publiſh, That the Ciaims 
which are oꝛ ſhall be erhibited to be proceeded upon by Us, ſhall be in ſuch manner and form as is 
herein after by Us directed, which Cle do require to be obſerved and perfo2med acco2dingly : 
That is toſay, That all Adventurers, their Heirs, Erecuto2s 02 Alligns, and every of them, 
who ſhall claim to be confirmed by the ſaid Act in any Houſes, Lands, Tenements o2 Heredita- 
ments, allotted to them fo? their adventures, whereof they were poſſeſſed the Seventh day of May, 
1659. ſhall by themſelves, oꝛ by their Agents thereunto ſufficiently authoꝛized in their Claims 
to be erhibited bekoꝛe is (within the time p2efired by the ſaid Pꝛoclamation) under their reſpe- 
ctive Hands and Seals, fairly w2itten, expꝛels andſetdown the Oꝛiginal and other ſum oꝛ ſums 
of Money. and by whom. and at what time oꝛ times ſubſcribed; foꝛ which ſatisfaction is deman⸗ 
ded by wap of adventure, and a particular of the Houſes, Lands oz Tenements to the ſaid %Z6- 
benturers, their Heirs oz Alligns, oꝛ to their uſes, reſpectively ſet out in ſatisfaction thercok, 
with the content and number of Acres, with diſtinction how many of them were ſet out fo2 pꝛo⸗ 
fitable, and how many fo2 unp2ofitable in each Town-Land, Uillage, Ballpboe, o: Quarter 
of Land, as the ſame were to them ſet out, oz fo? their uſes together with the County, Barony 
and Pariſh wherein the ſame lie, and that they inſert therein the Denominations of the ſame 
Lands oꝛ Tenements expꝛeſt in the Survey called, The Down Admeaſurement; in the firſt place, 
with Additions of ſuch other Denominations afterwards (ik they think fit) as they have been 
02 are uſually known by, together with the J2ame oꝛ Names of the foꝛmer Pꝛopꝛietoꝛ 02 Pꝛopꝛie⸗ 
toꝛs of the ſaid Houſes o2 Lands: And if ſuch adventures be fo2onſes in any City oz Cozpo- 
ration that they deliver in,not onely the particulars of the Houſes by them poſſeſſed, but alſo the 
balue of the ſame reſpectively, as they were ſet out to thein oꝛ to their uſes. 

And that all Officers and Souldiers, their Heirs, Exetutoꝛs o2 Alligns, and every of them, 
who ſhall claim to be eſtabliſhed by the ſaid Act inany Houſes, Lands, Tenements oz Heredita- 
ments, to them ſet ont fo2 Arrears o2 Debentrres reſpectively, whereof they were poſſeſſed the 
ſaid Seventh day of May, 1659. ſhall by chemſelves, oꝛ their Agents ſufficiently authoꝛi zed in 
their Claim to be becore Us erÞibited (within the ſaid p2cfired time) under their Hands and 
Seals, erpꝛeſs and [it toꝛch the Debenture o2 Debentures, foꝛ which Satisfaction was given 
inÞþÞouſes, Lands o2 Tenements, and foꝛ what Service the ſame were ſo ſet out, and how much 
fo2 Engliſh and how much fo? Iriſh Arrears, and at what time o2times the ſame were ſatisfied, and 
with what Regiment oꝛ Company, and at what Rate, as alſo a particular of the Houſes, 
Lands o2 Tenements, which they ſo claim to be confirmed in, inſerting therein the content and 
number of Acres, and where lying, the Denominations thereof in the ſaid Down admeaſure- 
mentexprelk ; together with ſuchother particulars as are herein befoꝛe by Us directed to be con- 
tained in Claims tobe made by Adventurers.

And that all Pzoteſtants, Papilts, oꝛ other Pꝛopꝛietoꝛs, and every of them, who have either 
entred upon, 02 are to be by the ſaid Act reſtored unto their toꝛmer Eſtates, do in their Claims to 
be crhibited befoze Us ( within the ſaid prefired time) under their Hands and Seals, oꝛ under 
the Hands and Seals of their Agent o2 Agents Lawtully authezized, erpzeſs and ſet forth what 
benefit they oꝛ any of them claim by the ſaid Act, andthe ground oꝛ grounds upon whichthey claim 
the ſame, together with a particular of their reſpective Houſes, Lands oꝛ Tenements, which 
they or any of them do reſpectively claim, ſ what eſtate they claim therein, whether in Fee-ſimple, 
Fee⸗Lail, oꝛ any other Eſtate, and how they derive their Night oꝛ Title to the ſame,and who was 
in poſſeſſion thereof the 22 of October, 1641. and to whom the ſame were ſet out, and who are 
now in poſſeſſion thereof and they are like wiſe to claim their ſaid Eſtates by apt Denominati⸗ 
ons and Deſcriptions, expꝛelling alſo the Counties, Baronies and Pariſhes where ſuch Houſes 
and Lands do lie reſpectively. : 

And that ſuch Zranſplanted perſons as doclaim Lands in the P2ovince of Connaught and Coun- 
tyof Clare, their heirs 02 afſigns, and every of them, do in their reſpective Claims under their 
Hands and Seals, c2 under the Hands and Seals of their agent o2 agents, . autho21- 
3ed to be erbibited befoꝛe Us (within the ſaid pzefired time) let foꝛth, the ſubſtance of the reſpe⸗ 
ctive Decrees of the late pꝛetended Court of Claims fitting at Athlone , made on their behalks. 
and of the final Settlement of the late pꝛetended Commiſſioners at Loghreagh thereupon, together 
with a particular of the Lands and Tenements in Lieu and Right whereof the ſaid Lands were 
ſo ſet gut unto them, oꝛ to thoſe under whom they derive their Titles: as alſo a particular of 
the Lands and Lenements io to them reſpectivelyſet out, by apt Denominations and Deſcripti- 
ons, with the Content and Number of Acres, with a Diſtinction how many were 
ſet out fo? pꝛofitable and how many to2 unp2ofitable in each Town-Land, Uillage, Ballpboe oz 
Quarter of Land; and alſo what Eſtates the perſons ſo Tranſplanted reſpectively had in the 
Lands from which they were removed, Whether in Fee⸗ſimple oꝛ fo2 any leſſer Eſtate, and how 
and by what Title they claim the lame. 

And (le do further Declare, That Ie require and expett that all other perſons ( beſides thsſe 
herein by Us mentioned) their Heirs, Erecuto2s o2 Alligns, and every of them, whoſhall make 
their Claims, ſhall in their reſpective Claims to be exhibited betoze Us, clearly and certainly ſet 
ub what they claim. and upon what grounds, and under whom. and in what manner they de- 
ride their Bights and Titles unto that᷑ which they tlaim, and that they tontoꝛm their Claims in 
ail other particulars to ſuch of the Rules and Directions betoze by CIS given t92 the Claims of o⸗ 
therg, which ſhall be apt and fitting fo? their reſpective caſes. 

And rozafinuch as many of the perſons who have already put in their Tlaims betoꝛe the ſaid late 
Tommillioners map finde it to be fit foꝛ them, to alter their ſaid Claims foꝛ the making them conkoꝛ⸗ 
ma ble to the Directions aboveſaid, oꝛ to withdꝛa w their foꝛmer Claims and to put in new Ones, 
which may better ſuit with their caſes in relation to the ſaid Acts Lo the end therekoꝛe that there 
may be no ſurpꝛize in either of theſe particulars., Cle do hereby further Declare, That all perſons 
who are concerned may be at liberty either to amend their Claims put inbetoze the fo2mer Com⸗ 
miſlionerg, foꝛ the making them agreeable and conkoꝛmable to Dur Directions aboveſaid. oꝛ elſe to 
Enhboꝛſe a IRetrarit on their ſaid te2iner Claims. and to put inſuch new Claims (conformable to 
Dur ſaid Directions ) as they think fit and will ſtand unto, pꝛovided that they ds the ſame 
wmthinthe aboveſaid time pꝛefixed foꝛ putting in ot Claims befoze As. 

And ts? the p2evention of unneceſſary trouble, which may ariſe by multiplicity of Claims to be 
made by ane and the ſame perſon, Cle do declare and publiſh, That ebery Pꝛopꝛietoꝛ ſhall comp?e- 
hend all the Houſes, Lands o? Tenements, which he ſhall claim to be reſtoꝛed oꝛ confirmed unto 
him in one onelp Claim, with the ground oꝛ grounds thereof, in ſuch manner and foꝛm in all par- 
titulars as the Claims of Pꝛoteſtants oꝛ Papiſts are be foꝛe by As directed to be made. 

And TUe do hereby further declare, That fo: Dur moze Oꝛderly pꝛoceedings upon Claims 
bꝛought in betoꝛe the ſaid fozmer Commiſſioners 2 Our ſelves, Cle have nominated and appoin⸗ 
ted certain perſons, viz. Ralph Merry, Samuel Bull, Walter Scudamore, Robert Golborne, George Lam— 
bert, George Ryder, John Humphrey, John Coghlan, Dominick Dean, Gilbert Fitch, Tho. Heron, George Milner, 
Tho. Lloyd, Robert Pain, Samuel Moſely, John Brampton, Robert Pugh, John Moland, John Barber, 
Scarning Phillips, William Weſtley, Gentlemen > who (and noother) without Our Special ©2- 
der to the contrary, ſhall be Atturneys in the Court foꝛ Adjudication of Claims to be held befoze 
As, and that Cle ha be agreed and oꝛdered that every perſon which ſhall ſtand unto oꝛ amend his 
Claim bꝛought in befoꝛe the laid foꝛmer Commiſſioners, oꝛ which ſhall bꝛing in any Claim bekoꝛe 
As, ſhall electo2 retain one of the ſaid perſons to be his Atturney in the laid Cauſe, and that the 
Name ok the ſaid perſon ſo elected be Endoꝛſed upon the laid Claim as his Atturney, and that eve⸗ 
ry perſon which ſhall put in an anlwer before Us unto any Claim, oꝛ it moꝛe perſons than one ſhall 
put in a Joynt⸗anĩ wer, that he oꝛ they ſhali like iſe ti ttt and retain one ot᷑ the ſaid perſons to be 
his oꝛ their Atturney in the ſaid Cauſe, and that the Name ot the laid perſon ſo eletted be Endoꝛ⸗ 
ſed upon the ſaid anſwer as his oꝛ their Atturney,
